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Loch Arklet is a small and rather uninteresting- 
lake close to Loch Katrine. Though it bears the 
reputation of being “a dreary stretch of water” 
(Baddeley), it nevertheless possesses certain charms 
of its own which to the tourist in “the Trossachs ” 
makes it well worth a visit. 
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
